enough at the bottom to serve asa handle, 
by which to lift them without bresking the

After drying a day or 
evo Ull the soil adhering to them will all 
sheke off, pack them in boxes and fill up with 
| sand that has been carefully dried in the sun 
for this purpose.

The fifth 
toe of a Dorking, although as vseless « n ap- 
pendage as a fifth wheel to ac ach, must, no 
doubt, be allowed to have great integral 
weight wher comparing the purity of breed 
in individual specimens of these well-known 
fowls. The value of the hackle, comb and 
tail in a game cock may poesibly be justly 
reduced to figures, without placing the ad- 
judicators at sixes and sevens. But any one 
@ho would require the fictitious aid of vui- 
gar fractions when ap, raising the symmetry 
of a Shorthorn, the quality of a Cotswold, or 
the action of a hunter, must be ignored as 
utterly incompetent to officiate as judge in 
any exhibition of these animals. Practice, 
skill, and taste must be superior to the use 
of the multiplication table when awarding 
prizes to uur established creeds of modern 
stock. The breeding ot fancy articles may 
admit of a fancy value to particular features, 
that ar- worth nothing in the eye of the 
ordinary observer. The breast of a pouter 
pigeon, the eye of a tumbler, or the tail of a 
tantail, may have infinite importance to tre 
breeder, although of little account to the 
poulterer. And there is little vaiue attached 
to the ears ofa rabbit, when ready dished 
tor the table, although the dimensions and 
carriage of these may make a difference of 
several shillings or pounds, ia the estimation 
f some persons. In animals of this class, 
fashion, even though it lead to the develop- 
ment of the most ridiculous excrescences, 
may, for what we care, have an arithmetic «f 
‘ts own, with which we are not disposed to 
quarrel, But in animals of « higher class we 
nave a combination of the useful and the 
ideal, and the recognition of a standard type 
which can only be judged by a critical taste, 
not certainly above law, but as certainly not 
subservient to figures. We insist on 4 cer 
tain smuunt of free judging, by competent 
men, as infinitely better than the incom- 
petence suggested by the necessity some 
people feel for the aid of a ready-reckoner 
when they discriminate be:ween the animals 
in a show ring. We want men whose dis- 
cernment of the quality of a beast is as

THE MARE FOR A FARMER. 


Every farmer who breeds horses for his 
own use or the market, should at the outset! 
possess himself of a highly formed, power- 
ful built, well-bred mare, standing at least 
fifteen hands two ioches high, and weighing 
no less than twelve huadred pounds in ordi- | 
nary condition, This mare he should breed 
to a thoroughbred horse, of pure podigzve, | 
good form, great strength and de of 
body, standing on short, powerful and sound | 
limhs. He should at least be sixteen hands 
high, and weigh not less than twelve hun- 
dred pounds. From the union of these we 
may expect a fine animal. The mare must be 
at least reasonably well bred, and ought to 
be larger if anything than the horse. Never 
breed to a small or delicate 

If you sow weeds youcannot expect to reap 
wheat. It rate eg the same ie- 
sult co ld not be attained by breeding your 
fice m re to one of the o— breeds of dratt 
horses. It might suffice to say, that ex- 
perience shows it cannot, but this experience 
rests on reason. The thoroxghbred and draft 
horses are uf the same genius, but they are 
of entirely different origin. In form 
physical constitution, they are widely differ- 
ent. The thoroughbred is the highest and 
most perfect type of the horse; while 

draft horse is the very lowest. In physical 
cvmposition and form, they differ as widely 
as the Caucasian from the Ethiopian. If you 
breed « superior race with an inferior, the 
product will not be similar to either. It will 
degrade the superior and elevate the grade 
of tne inferior. Hence it is called a mongrel 
or grade. If you breed an inferior race wit! 
« lower grade than the superior, the pro- 
duct will be inferior to both, because the 
tendency of all animals is @ revert to the 
origin that most strongly predominates in 
it. Therefore if you breed your quarter or 
eighth bred mare to a coarse Norman, Per- 
cheron, Clydesdale, Punch or Lincoinshire

tables. In this it is somewhat peculiar and re- 
sembles more the plains of Old Concord. He set 
outa portion of his strawberries six years ago, 
did not dress the land heavily, but put about the 
Some quantity that would ordinarily be used for 
potatoes. 

He made his drills four feet apart, and set one 
ow iu the centre oa part ofthe land, tae remainder 
he set three rows—as an experiment; where he 
set only one row he allowed the runners to 
make two others; but what he has subsequently 
set has been ia three rows, as be now prefers 
that method ; he cuts all the runrers with his hoe, 
leaving a clear space between the roots; the 
ground is kept very clear of weeds, the vines now 
look a8 green and thrifty as in May, and some of 
them were in blossom October 10th. In his 
opinion there should be used as a top dressing in 
the autumn, four or five cords of manure to the 
acre; with this six thousand boxes to the acre 
can be raiséi; as he now gathers over {four 
thousand without the dressing, and from vines 
that have been set over three years; he gathered 
the first and second years ut the rate of six 
thousand boxes au acre. 

Mr. Green has experimented with the different 
kinds cf strawberries and given almost every 
kind a fair trial, and came finaliy to the conciu- 
sion that the ** Wilson” is decidedly the most 
profitable kind for kis locality anJ soil. One ad- 
vantage over other kiods is that the Wilson dovs 
not a8 easily winter kili, and he finds it does as 
well without as with covering in winter, and we 
have nowhere seen more thrifty looking vines 
than those which have been without covering the 
three past winters; besides their hardy character, 
the “Wilson” when they reseed, produce the same 
kind of berry, while most other kinds do not, and 
as to the quantity of fruit no other kind has 
proved as prolific. 

He employs school children to pick at about 
three cents per box ; most of the picking is done 
between four and eight o'clock, A. M., the great 
mistake which many people make in his opinion 
is their vines are too thick and are allowed to get 
too weedy after the berries are gathered ; the rows 
should be kept as distinct and as free from weeds 
in the autumn as in the bearing season.

Our attention was recently cailed to a remark- 
ably fine field of corn owned by Mr. Hiram Fisk, 
of North Woburn.

Billiards and cricket, quoits 
and bezique, are founded on the idea of 
scoring one, two, or more for ¢-rtain results 
brought sbout either by skill or chance 
suck has an assignable value in these games 
because it is impossible at all times to dis- 
criminate between sk‘ll and chance when 
playing them. Points, therefore, are only 
useful in there, because it is the only way in 
which we can approximate making = correct 
estimate of the real proficiency of the player. 
But to criticise » Royal prize Shorthorn by 
“table” differs but a little from applying 
the “ rule-and-book theory’ to the Apollo 
Belvidere or the Venus de Medici. Mr. 
Sims Reeves would decidedly object to being 
summed up in acy such way; and Mr. 
Leighton’s He:cules. in bis celebrated pic- 
ture in the Royal Academy this-year, might 
cut a poor figure if judge:l by figures. Who 
would think of deci ling on the beauties of 
Loch Lomond by the square yard, or of 
Snowdown by trigonometry? Can the 
merits of a Claude or » Turner be settled by 
points—ten for color, twenty for form, and 
soon? We should be sorry to see the mul- 
tiplication teble applied to “ Atlanta in 
Calydon,” the “ Cenci,” or the older “* Mac- 
beth.” 

It may be objected that juding a Devon 
ox is a very different matter from criticising 
a work of art. Still making a scale of points, 
in which perfection is put down at 100 or 
1,000 presuppeses an ideal type of animal 
aever to be met with more tnan the divinely 
beautiful percorages that float through the 
dreams of poet and painter. the new South 
Weles Agricultuial Society propose for a 
well-bred beast a total of full marks amount- 
ing to 1,000. It may be easily seen how 
complicated judging must be on such a scale. 
In effect it reduces tbe calculation to fracticns 
and decimal points. What chemists call the 
experimental error is likely to become a 
serious matter in practically working the 
scale. Again, it would only be a logical 
consequence of the new method, if some 
theorists should insist on further subdivid- 
ing the value of some of the “ points ” of a 
beast and thus adding a few more centres 
of difficulty around which they might 
wrangle. In fact, every single part of the 
body, from the head to the tail, may be made 
to possess several separate virtues to be 
summed up by tens, twenties, or hundreds; 
as, for instance, the eye—so much for color 
so much for size, and so much for expression ; 
the horn, again, to have separate values as- 
signed to its length, thickness, color, di-ec- 
tion. The end of ali woul i thus be the em- 
ploymedit of two or three sktiled aécountants 
to follow jadges in the show-yard, to make 
up their books and strike correct balances.

The first lesson in this simple process was| 
in Lexington; subsequent experience has 
proved its utility when applied to balky | 
horses. The philosuphy of the appliance is 
something on the same principle as that 
whereof we once read for preventing hens 
from scratching up the garden. “ Put gaffs 
or spurs on the hen, reversing them— instead 
of the points up, have them pointing dowp- 
ward. Then, when the hen lifts a leg to 
scratch, as it descends the point of the spur 
catches in the ground, placing that foot for- 
ward; and the stroke with the other leg is 
attended with like results, until the hen 
walks herself right out of the ground.—Tur/, 
Field and Farm. 


ABSORBENTS FOR THE STABLE. 


The best absorbent for a cow stable is 
probably dry muck. Sawdust is nearly as 
good. Dried ground ( obtained in a drouth) 
or dust from the highway, ranks probably 
next. Then comes cut straw, and chaff of 
grain, spent tan bark, and slmost any mate- 
rial that is in a dry and pulverent state. Ap- 
ply plentifully where milk cows are kept; 
this to absorb the odors as well as the mois- 
ture, for these odors are contagious to milk. 
The cows will do better for such comfortable 
quarters, whether in summer or winter, and 
will probably pay for the labor thus incurred; 
then there is a profit of all the manure—its 
most valuable part, the effervescent ammo- 
nia, saved; and what accumulations there 
are will be worth as much, or more, per yard 
as the clear dung deprived of its best parts. 

We prefer it, as the absorbents continue 
to act after the heap ie made, and until it 
is given to the soil; then ail goes to make 
plant food. Such manure is clean to handle, 
dry and inodorous. Why should farmers be 
se much without it? Here is a in- 
crease of what we areso much troubled to 
obtain, manure, and good manure. Clean 
stables, clean yard, pure air, increased com- 
fort, increased milk, a good example, all 
these are the benefits derived from the simple 
use of an absorbent. “I will rather work 
for a quarter a day less in such manure than 
to be besmeared with dung,” ssid a laborer, 
vn the subject. Make farming pleasant as 
well as profitable. 

When these absorbents are used in a fine 
state, as they are, they can easily be spread, 
and brought down evenly to the ground; 
this without difficulty, the brush or harrow 
finishing the job. And this is of such im- 
portance that the wonder is that it is not 
more used, absorbents to give the pulverul- 
ent effect. This alone will pay, mechasically. 

Now is the time to see that the absorbents 
are secured. Who that is not in the habit 
of doing it will test it on a small scale, if not 





ADVANTAGE OF THE KOLLER. 


The Mirror and Farmer thinks it strange 
that so few cultivators use this labor saving 
instrument. The rolier has long been favor- 
ably thought of in Great Britain; and consid- 
ered very necessary in an improved state of 
husbandry. It cannot be used to advantage 
except on lards that are free fiom stumps 
and stones on the surface. They are useful 
in breaking the lumps of baked earth in a 
clayey soil, and for passing over newly sown 
land that is to be jaid down to grass, and the 
farmer will find he can mow or rake much 
easier on lands that have been rolled down.

ASHES VS. PHOSPHATE. 


Having made, this season, some experi- 
ments with hard-wood ashes and bone phos- 
phete, side by side, on potatoes, I take the 
liberty to send the results obtained to your 
exellent farming journal. 

The experiments were made on about half 
an acre of Early Rose potatoes in the follow- 
ing manner: Io two rows, when planted, | 
put about one gill of phosphate, in next two, 
the seed was planted without any fertilizer 
in the hill; in two rows next to these, I put 
one gill of harc-wood ashes in the hill, and 
thus this operation was repeated on the 
piece. The rows that were served with 
phosphate came up first and looked the best 
the fore past of the season; but he latter 

the rows con'aining ashes were ahead. 

rows that had to depend on nature alone 

were visible for a long distance, owing to a 

smaller growth of tops. The land was loamy 

and bore potatoes last se+son, consequently 

not in very rich condition to produce 
heavily. 





I dug the potatoes a few days ago, and 
found the rows in which the ashes were put 
to produce the largest and the most in 
quantity ; the rows in which phosphate was 
put produced a fair quantity, but they were 
not so smooth and large as the rows contain- 
ing ashes; the rows that simply drew their 
nourishment from the soil alone, produced 
quite a quantity, but nearly one-half of the 
potatoes were too small to cook. Planted 
two bushels and « peck of seed ; dug twenty- 
seven bushels of cooking potatoes and seven 
bushels of small ones. 

I have used ashes, both leached and un- 
leached, for several years, and find that un- 
leached pay me pretty well on corn, potatoes 
wheat, &c. I can buy good hardwood ashes 
for 25c. per bushel, while phosphate costs 
from $1.50 to $2.50 per bushel, showing, if 
ashes will produce as heavy a crop as _phos- 
phate, a large balance in their favor. 

I also tried some muck on another piece; 
put about two quarts in a hill on sandy soil, 
and found theriniay antenna.”

| BELLINI. 


( Translated for Brainard 4) Musical Wiel ) 


The hunting-castle of Moritzburg, in Sas- 
ony, a place noted as the locality of the tre- 
dition ofthe “ Freischutzen,” is situated » 
few hours’ ride from Jresden. It was ny 
custom to pass a week or two there in the 
harvesting season, with the worthy forester. 
He was always giad to see me, because | 
took pleasure in his pursuits ; drew sketehes 
of forest scenes, and composed hunting 
songs, such as were sung in Sexony and Bo- 
hemia. There were jovial meetings, tow, oc- 
easionally at the public house in the neigh- 
boring village of Eisenberg; waere we hed 
sometimes a dance with the merry country 
damsels, to the tunes played by the Bohe- 
mian fiddlers. 

One afternoon in September of 1835, | 
was present at one of these gatherings, and 
had mingled freely in the sports. 1 wes 
leading off my partner for a waltz, when the 
post-boy from Dresden came in, and dis- 
tributed his letters among the guests. He 
recognized me at once, and coming forward 
with a “ Tis lucky, sir, I find you here,” 
handed me a letter. , 

I broke the seal; it ran as follows: 

“ La nSonambula is performed to-morrow night; 
and Francilla appears as Amina. She sends you her 
compliments, Come and see her! 

“Your friend, 
“J. P. Pixs.” 

I called one of the servants and ordered 
my horse saddled immediately. After the 
waltz was over, I took hasty leave, threw 
myself on my horse, and rode with all speed 
towards Dresden. 

I arrived in time for the opera; of 
which I was glad, for | had determined not 
to call upon Francilla until after the repre- 
sentation of La Sonnambula. The next 
morning I went to her lodgings in Castle 
street, and was admitted. AsI entered the 
parlor, she came to meet me, coking un- 
usually pale, and with eyes red, as with 
weeping. She held out her hand in silence ; 
I was startled; the cheerful welcome died 
on my lips. I looked anxiously at her, but 
did not venture to s ° 

At length she asked, with a pensive smile 
if hed been the preceding night at the 
o 
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pera. 

“ Indeed I was, Francills,” I replied. “1 
saw jou, and hardly know bow I got home, 
so filled were head and heart with the music. 
I have much—so much to say co you! But 
I fird ou so altered—so——” 

“ Dejected, you would say,” interrupted 
the singer. “ Ah, yes! and well I may be 
80; and you too!” 

* Why, Francilla! what has happened ?” 

“Alas! Bellini is dead!” she cried and 
began to weep bitterly. 

1 was amazed. “ Bellini dead!” the great 
master whose noble creations had enchanted 
me but a few hours before! Sad news, in- 
deed! and grievous it was to think how 
early he had been called from us; he, so ad- 
mirable as an artist—so honored and beloved 
ae a man! felt even disposed to murmur 
at the painful dispensation. 

After a few moments’ indulgence of 
emotion, Francilla endeavored to com 
herrelf. She pressed her hankerchief to her 
eyes, rose and went for her album, to show 
me the drawing I had sent her for the 
volume. The drawing was a sketch of her- 
selfas Romeo, in the moment that Juliet, 
awakening in the tomb, ealls on his name, 
while he answers with uplifted eyes, thinking 
it the voice of an angel. 

We turned over the leaves of the album, 
which she held on her lap, whilst I knelt be- 
side her. It was a pleasure to observe the 
play of her expressive features, as this or 
that name presented itself, exhibiting differ- 
ant emotions in turn. When the bold, rude 
autograph of Judith Pasta was displayed, 
the soft and languishing eyes of Francilla 
kindled with a look of haughtiness; and 
Sontag herself never smiled more sweetly 
than she, pointing to the name of Countess 
Rossi. 

When she came to the handwriting of her 
uncle Pixis, in Prague, she stopped to tell 
me of his wife and mother, and their quiet 
and domestic life; charging me, in case I 
went again to Prague, with many messages. 
While running on thus, and turning over the 
leaves of the album, she suddenly pau:ed. 
Two names were recorded, opposite each 
other, those of Vincenzo Bellini and Maria 
Malibran. Maria had written a few words of 
friendship; Bellini a passage from the Capu- 
letti,—the beginning of Romeo’s lamentation 
cver Juliet, when he first discovers her 
death. 

Without speaking, Francilla took from me 
a silver pencil she had sent me sometime 
before, drew a cross under Bellini’s mg- 
nature, and gave me back the pencil with a 
look I shall never forget. 

At length, to break the painful silence, 1 
said, “ Tell me, Francilla, why, in the last 
act of the Capuletti,. do you make use of 
Vaccai’s music—not Bellini’s? No doubt in 
detached portions, Vaccai is simpler and 
more expressive; but asa whole, Bellini’s 
oe ae is far —— =o close in- 

pitely more touching. e assage, 
“ Padre crudel,” etc., in postions, is 80 
pete ant at the same time so cam, | 
wonder, ao athe 
changed it for Vaccai’s, which fs ‘eo eve 
tamer.” 

Francilla did not answer immediately, but 
looked earnestly at me. When she spoke, it 
was ina strangely solemn tone. “ Listen, and 
I will tell you a history, which is a romance 
in itself. You will then see what our poor 
friend has suffered; and why Maria and I 
could not sing in his last act.” 

And with her eyes fixed upon the cross 
under Bellini’s name, she continued: 

“ You know, mon ami, that Vincenzo was 
born at the foot of AZtna. He looked not 
like it, indeed, for he was fair and biue eyed 
like your pretty women of Dresden; and to 
say truth, was a little effeminate, and rather 
foppish sometimes in his manners. Poor 
Vincenzo! I used to laugh, when you, in 
old times, described him to me, as you 
thought him. In short, he was like any or- 
dinary young gentieman, both in appearance 
and behavior. I tell my story after a crooked 
fashion?” she asked, interrupting herself, 
with a smile. 

* No, no! dear Francilla,” I cried, “ go on, 
I pray you!” 

“| will, then,” she continued. * Though 
Bellini might have been taken for a fool or 
a fop at the first glance, it needed but little 
penetration to discover that he was a genuine 
son of Sicily ; and that in spite of his gentle- 
ness and his weakness, all the warmth of the 
south glowed in his bosom. I can hardly 
tell how, in a few words, to give you a just 
and lively picture of the wonderful nature of 
Bellini! It was not like the volcano of his 
country, where you pass through luxuriant 
meadows, thick and stately woods, and 
fields ef snow, before you reacn—beyond a 
fearful lava waste, the brink of the fiery 
abyss; nor was it like the Hecla of your lana 
where eternal fire burs under eternal ice. 
At resembled rather an }inglish garden, laid 
out with sentimental tasie, with pretty shad 
walks and quiet streams, ornamentei wi 
shrubs and flowers, with sloping hills and 
fountains, and temples of dehioare architec - 
ture. Ah me! I see bim bodily before me, 
Such a garden—half charming—half weari- 
some—with the abyss of fire beneath—was 
Bellini! And the fire burning in his breast 
was the love of art—and of Maria.” 

“ What do you mean, Francilla?” 

“Ye —itis so; he loved Maria as he loved 
art. How coud it be otherwise? Did she 
not surpass al: others? Did she not.glorify 
sound ? Was it not she who herself inspired 
with « power that gave s charm irrepisti ye 
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to all she did—inspired the other singers 
who aided her in the mtation of 
Bellini’s works! With Bellini himself—in 
producing anything—the question was al- 
ways—* What will Malibran say to it?” She

“ Ab, a pretty romance, Amina! |. But you 
forget that Malibran married M. Beriot. 

* How can I forget that, remembering th: 
effect produced by the information on the 
good Vincenzo? He turned pale, trembled 
tnd faltered, and quitted the company with- 
out saying a word. Yet he could not have 
dreamed that Maria would wed him, for sh: 
had always treated him as if he jwere ter 
years younger, though he wasin reality 
year her senior. But he thought not of th 
possibility of her marrying again, after he 
divorce from that hateful Malibran; and 
surely M. Beriot, who was once on the poin: 
of shooting himself for the sake of Sontag 
but on reflection eomcluded to live a litd 
longer, was the last person he would have 
umegined ikely to be chosen, 

* After that, poor Bellini avoided Mali- 
bran as much as possible, If he caught » 
distent glimse of M. Beriot, he would gc 
quick y out of the way; not from fear of his 
rival, but lest he might be tempted to follow 
him—and after the good Sicilian fashion” — 
here Francilla, her eyes flashing, swung her 
arm with the gesture of one who gives « 
blow with a dagger—“do you compre- 
hend ?” 

_ “ Aye, my pretty Romeo! The pantomime 
is expressive enough; but surely your 
cy—” 
“i know « certain somebody,” she inter- 
rupted, “ who would have had no conscience 
in carrying the matter through, to be md of 
a happy rival. May I be kept from such 
bloo thirsty lovers! But to my story. No 
vne knows what might have happened, spite 
of the softness of heart of the good Bellini; 
but Malibran left Paris and went to Italy, 
accompanied by her husband. 
“Tt is certain that Bellini never confided 
to any one the secret of his unhappy passion 
—thus I must call the feeling that swayed 
him at this time. Notwithstanding it be- 
came known ere long among -his friends; 
and Maria must have guessed it; for from 
Se eee Sppeseeh ie Pee REE PROMS 
and it seemed as if she could pot give it up. 
At the last representation of the Capuletti 
in Milan, it happened that, in the final act, 
when Romeo takes!the poison, sueh a death- 
like shuddering seized Maria’s frame, that 
she could scarcely command herself to go 
through with her part. When the play was 
over, she declared no power on earth should 
compe! her to, sing again the Romeo, of 
Bellini. F.om this time she sang that of 
Vaccai; but she had counted too much on 
her own self-denial; and at a later period 
returned to poor Vincenzo’s music so far as 
to retain the first acts of his Capuletti, and 
to sing only the last act of Vaccai. 
“ When Vineenzo heard of this cruel con- 
duct of his adored friend, he was so cast 
down that he would write nothing more— 
would think nothing more! He talked idle 
stuff, and would smile vacantly, if anyone 
addressed him, or when he spoke; in short, 
he was quite insufferable.” 
“One dey the giant, Lablache, entered 
the apartment. Vincenzo lay on the sofa, 
yale and |.stiess, and only noticing his visitor 
hy fixing upon him his half-closed eyes. 
Lablache cried like a trumpet, opening his 
immense mouth; ‘ Hallo! there! what are 
you lying bere for, like an idle lout of a lez- 
zaroni on the Mole, wearying yourself to 
death with doing nothing?

But I pray, 
caro, think me not unk nd, it I entreat you 
to leave me to myself; to tell the truth, | 
am really now fit for nothing better than the 
dolce far niente. 1am indifferent to every- 
thing.’ 
** Lablache struck his hands together, and 
cried in atone that vibrated through the 
walls; ‘Is it you Bellini—you who speak 
thus? you, who till now have pressed on 
towards the noblest goal, nor relaxed your 
eff.rts till you reached it? Man! Master! 
Friend! will you suffer yourself to be checked 
in your career of fame—to lose the magnifi- 
cent prize glittering before you? Will you 
demean yoursel{ like some cooing- Damon, 
who whines forth complaints of the cruelty 
of his Doris or Phyllis? For shame! away 
with these womanish pinings! 1 tell you—’ 
“ *My good Lablache,’ interrupted Belliri, 
very gently, but visibly embarrassed; ‘ you 
do me injustice. I know not why you sus- 
pect me of pining—I utter no complaints—’ 
“* Hold your tongue!’ cried Lablache, 
much vexed. ‘ Will you deny it? 1 know 
where the +hoe pinches, very well!” | 
* Bellini looked down without speaking.” 
“* And you look at this moment,’ contin- 
ued Lablache, like an apprehended school- 
boy. Bellini! have you notning to say?’ 
“* Since you know all,’ said Vincenzo, 
with a deep sigh,‘ you know then she sings 
nothing more of mine.’ 
“Lablache came up, laid his powerful 
grasp on the young master’s shoulders, lifted 
him from the soft cushions of the sofa to his 
feet, shook him well, and with flashing eyes, 
exclaimed: ‘ / will sing something forjyou.’ 
“With stentorian voice, like a martial 
shout, he began the allegro to that famous 
duet from ‘1 Puritani;’ ‘ Suoni la tromba e 
intrepido.’ Bellini’s pale cheeks; flushed; 
tears started from his eyes; at length, throw- 
ing himself into Lablache’s arms, he joined 
his voice in the song. When it was ended, 
he pledged his word to his friend that in a 
few weeks he would finish the composition of 
the whole opezs. 
“Vincenzo did as he promi-ed. Before 


complete into the hands of Lablache, who in 
great delight, promised that the work should 
be worthily represented. 

“The opera was cast; the rehearsals began. 
After the first rehearsal, Bellini went to his 
country seat at Puteaux, not far from Paris. 
He could not be present at the second 
rehearsal, on account of indisposition. It 
was on the night of its represention, just at 
the time when thet famous duet was repeated 
am dst thunders of applause from the en- 
raptured eudience, that the news was spread 
through the theatre: “ Bellini died an hour 
ago at his country seat.’ ” 

Francilla closed the album, rose quickly, 
and went to ti.e window. I thought it best to 
leave the room quietly; but she turned as I 
was going, and saying in a lowtone: “ Stay, 
men ami, 1 have not sung you anything to- 
day !” seated herself at the piano. The song 
was a melancholy one, and might have 
been composed for the farewell of him who 
had so lately gone from earth. She sang 
with wonderful expression and feeling : 


“The sun’s last beam has paled away— [&— 
The quiet night is near; 
And stars far off and numberiess 
Are shining still and clear. 
The flowers their leaves in odors steep, 
So light tiv nowols WAG i 
Too blest, might deem mine angel nigh! 
“He is—my spirit tells me so, 
That soon shall quit this clay; 
Freed from the load of earthly wo, 
He bears my sow! away. 
The wo that pierces here my breast 
In yonder world shall make me blest; 
That for which here in vain I long, 
Iu that pure sphere shall swell my song! 


“Then, O thou genius bright—draw near, 
And bid me quickly come: 

Give me the consecrating kiss— 
I follow to thy home! 

And she to whom myself I gave, 

Shall seck the singer’s lonely grave; 

There let the flower that greets her, say— 

* He loves thee still—thongh passed away !’” 
When she had ended, Pixis came into the 
room. “ What is all this?” he cried, as he 
saw the traces of emotion on her counte- 
nance. ‘ 

“ Francilla.”\ replied, “has been telling 
me of Bellini’s unhappy love for Malibran.” 
“Do not believe a word of it!”* cried 
Pixis, lauzbing. “If you get her on that 
chapter, she will go on romancing like any 
poet in the world.” 

The conversation was broken off by the 
entrance of the pretty Maschinke Schneider, 
Francilia welcoming her friend with joy ; and 
the two ladies talked of the representation of 
the Capuletti, which was to be repeate! in a 
few days. | was consulted respecting the ar- 
rangements in the burial vault, and had many 
thanks for my excellent advice about the 
Romeo of Francilla and the Giulietta of 
Maschinka. 

When, in taking !eaye, I kissed the hand 
of my little friend, she whispered me ear- 
nestly that I must think of what she told me. 
I did think of it when, a year afterwards, I 
read in the newspapers tha: Malibran had 
died on the 23d of September, at Manches- 
ter; the same day on which, a year before, 
the death of Bellini bad taken place.

Long before the close of the war General 
Lee was almost universally regarded by ur 
as the ablest and best of all our generale, 
and by many as a statesman superior in fore- 
cast and judgment to any in the confederate 
councils, He was only man in the 
South, so far as my knowledge extends, wh 
at the commencement of hostilities fully ap- 
preciated the character and magnitude of the 
struggie we had ¢ in. And IL know 
that even then, while he wes hopeful of suc- 
cess, he had serious forebodings of the fu- 


ture, 

V rginia seceded on the 17th «f April. 
1861, and on the 19th we cccupied Ilarper’ 
Ferry with about one thourant volunteer 
militia under the command of General Ken- 
ton Harper, of my own county, Augusta, | 
commanded the artillery of the expedition 
The excitement throughout the State was a’ 
fever heat, and was intensifivd in our litth 
army at the “Kerry” by daily rumors that » 
l force was preparing to move against ut 
tom Washington, We had no line of tele- 
graph that we could ue to Richmond, and 
it took two days to send a letter and as long 
to get a reply. Under these circumstances 
General Harper, who was urgent for rein- 
forcements, selected me, his countryman, tc 
go to Richmond and lay before the military 
authorities a statement of our condition and 
necessities. 1 arrived in the city I think, on 
the 2d of May about 12 o'clock, and imme- 
diately saw Governor Letcher. From him } 
learned for the first time that the Convention 
had conferred the command-in-chief of the 
Virginia troops on General Lee, and that he 
had accepted it and established his head- 
quarters in the + The Governor sent me 
to him. It was Sunday, and I found the 
General entirely alone, in a small room on 
Bank street near the Capitol. It was the 
first time I had met him, and I ar uau ever 
was.then the. Pand*arot@tache—-he wore no 
beard—were onvy slightly silvered with gray, 

just enough to harmonize fully with his rich 
ruddy complexion, a little bronzed, and to 
give perfect dignity to the expession of his 
grand and massive features. His manner 


was grave, but frank and cordial. He wore} 4 


a simple undress military suit, without badge 
or ornament of any kind, and there was 
nothing in his surroundings to indicate high 
He received my despatches quietly, ran hit 
eye over them hastily, and as General Har- 

r referred to me for additional general in- 

rmation in to the situation at the 
“Ferry,” Ge Lee, by a series of ques- 
tions directly to the point, soon obtained 
from me every fact I ssed, and informed 
me that by 12 o'clock the next day he would 
have his despatches ready for me. 

I rose to take my leave, when he asked me 
to resume my seat, remarking that he wished 
to talk with me about the condition of the 
country, and the terrible storm which was so 
soon to burst upon it in all its fury. Allud- 
ing to the fact that 1 ad represenged Augus- 
ta, the most populous and wealthy county ip 
the State, for several years in the Le,isla- 
ture, h: said he desired to impress me, as he 
should endeavor to impress eve:y other Vir- 
giuian he met, whose p sition might be as- 
sumed to give him some influence over the 
people of Lis acquaintance, with the gravity 
and danger of our situation, and the impera- 
tive necessity for immediate an! thorough 
preparation for defence. Growing warm 
and earnest, he said: “I fear our people dc 
not yet realize the msgniude of the strugg|: 
tney have entered upon, nor its probable du- 
ration and the s-crifices it will impose upor 
them. The United States Government,” he 
said, “is one cf the most powerful upon 
earth. I know the peop'e and the Govern- 
ment we have to contend with. In a little 
while they will be even more united than we 
[heir resources are almost without limit 
They have a thoroughly organized govern- 
ment, commanding the respec, and, to some 
extent, the fears of the world. Their army 
is complete in all its details and appoint- 
ments, and it will be commanded by the fore- 
most soldier in the country, General Scott 
whose devotion to the Union cause is attested 
by his drawing his sword against his native 
State. They have also a navy that in a little 
while will blockade our ports and cut us off 
from all the world. They have nearly ali 
the workshops and skilled artisans of the 
coun‘ry, and will draw upon the resources 
of other nations to supply any deficiency 
they may feel. And above all, we shall have 
to fight the prejudices of the world, because 
of the existence of slavery in-our country. 
Our enemies will have the ear of other pow- 
ers, while we cannot be heard, and they wii) 
be shrewd enough to make the war appear to 
to be merely a struggie on our part for the 
maintenance of slavery; and we shall thus 
be without sympathy, and most certainly 
without material aid from other powers. To 
meet all this we have a government to form, 
an army to raise, organize, and equip, as 
best we may. We are without-a treasury 
and without credit. We have no ships, few 
arms, and fw manufactures. Our people 
are brave and enthusiastic, and will be unit- 
ed in defence of a just cause. I believe we 
can succeed in establishing our indepen- 
dence,fif the people can be made to compre- 
hend at the outset that to do so they must 
endure a longer war and far greater priva- 
tions than our fathers did in the Revolution of 
1776. We shall not succeed until the finan- 
cial power of the North is completely broken. 
and this can occur only at the end of a long 
and bloody war. Many of our people think 
it will soon be over, that perhaps a single 
campaign and one great battle will end it. 
This is a fatal error, and must be corrected 
or we are doomed. Above all, Virginians 
must prepare for the worst. Our country is 
of wide extent and great natural resources, 
but the conflict will be mainly in Virginia. 
She will become the Flanders of America, 
before this war is over, and her people must 
be prepared for this. If they resolve at 
once to dedicate their, lives and all they pos- 
sess to the cause of constitutional govern- 
ment and Southern independence, and to 
suffer without yielding as no other people 
have been called upon to suffer in modern 
times, we shall with the blessing of God suc- 
ceed in the end; but when it will all end no 
man can foretell. I wish I could talk to 
every man, woman, and child in the State 
now, and, impressithem,with ‘these views.” 

This is almost literally his language, 
though many of the positions taken by bim 
were elaborated and erforced with the great- 
est earnestness. His views made a most pro- 
found impression on me at the time, and, as 
he designed, were afterwards repeated when- 
ever the opportunity occurred. He talked 
in this way to many others. One corrobora- 
tive anecdote I recall. Col. T. 5. Flournoy, 
once a | ading Whig member of Congress 
from Virginia, and the opponent of Henry A. 
Wise in 1855 for Governor, hed been a Union 
member of the Secession Convention; but 
when the State went out he was one of the 
first to raise a regiment of cavalry for the 
field, which was mustered into service early 
was afterwards kmtearnof Colonel F., who 
of a splendid company of young fellow. * 
mounted; but the Governor, having © 
called for infantry, did not accept them, much 
to their disappointment. Thereupon they 
prevailed on Colonel Flournoy, who was in 
the Conyention, to see General Le and ap- 
peal to him to use Lis influence with Gover- 
nor Letcher to accept the company 88 cav- 
— or they would dismount and go in as 
infantry. General Lee listened attentively, 
and when he had heard all the facts he re- 
plied: “Colonel Flournoy, tell your son to 
go home and drill his men thoroughly, and 
not to become imratient. They will have 
the opportunity to see service to their heart’s 
content, and the time will come when they 
will be far more anxious to get out of the 
army than they now are to get in.” His pre- 
diction proved to be literally true. 

The prophetic forecast of General Lee be- 
came widely known, and as sub equent 
events verified his judgment, it sided materi- 
ally in giving him that control over the pub- 
lic mind of the South that enabled him often 
by a simple expression of his wishes to pro- 
cure larger supplies and aid for his army 
than the most stringent acts of Congress 
and merciless impressment orders could ob- 
tain. The people came to regard him as the 
only man od could possibly carry us through 
the struggle successfully. The love of his 
troops for him knew no bounds, because they 
had implicit faith in his ability, and knew he 
was a sympathizing friend in all their trials. 
‘I witnessed an incident that showed his ten- 
derness of heart and sympathy for his men. 

About a week after the seven days’ battles 
about Richmond, which ended in McCilellan’s 
retreat to the James at Harrison’s Landing, 
I had business at headquarters, then esta!- 
lished about three miles out ot Richmond. 
On my arrival I learned he had been called 
to town by President Davis, but would re- 
turn about noon. By the time he came half 
a dozen generals were waiting tor him. He 
saw them one at a time and despatched their 
business, and they departed. My business 
required me to wait till a written order could 
be prepared for me. Daring this delays 
fine-looking, tall, a.d stalwart soldier came 
in, dressed in dirty shirt and trousers, and 
with an old slouch hat in his hard. The

The great simplicity of his habits was an- 
other ground of popularity. He fared no 
better than his troops. ir rough, scant 
rations were his as well. Tiere were times 
when for weeks our army had nothing but 
bread and meat to live on, and not enough of 
that. On one occasion some nolasses was ob- 
tained and sent to the field. One of General 
Lee’s staff who was caterer tiat week—that 
is, he drew the rations for tie headquarters 
mess—set a small pitcher of aolasses before 
the General at dinner, who ws deiighted to 
eat it with his hot corn-' Seeing his 
satisfaction, the catering colmel remarked, 
“General, 1 secured five gallms for head 
quarters.” “Wan there so mich for every 
mess the size of ours?” said the General. 
“Ob, no. The supply won't ast a week.” 
“Then I direct, Colonel, that ya immediate- 
ly return every drop you have and send an 
order that no molasses shall be isued to offi- 
cers or men except the sick n hospital.” 
he Colonel #as dumbfounded, od never af- 
terward boasted of his superior providence 
as caterer for the mess. 

_ When the two armies were or the oppo- 
site banks of the Rappahannock pn the win- 
ter of ‘63—‘64, meat was somejmes very 
scarce in ours. Even the usual alf-peund 
ver diem ration could not always be isued. 
Daring one of these periods of scanity,on a 
very stormy day, several corps an¢ divsion 
generals were at quarters, and vere 
waiting for the rain to abate before ridigz to 
their camps, when General L-e’s cook an- 
aounced dinner. The General jnyvited his 
cisitors to dine with him. On repairing to 
the table a tray of hot corn-bread, a beiled 
head of cabbage sessoned with a very anall 
piece of bacon, anda bucket of water consti- 
uted the répast. [he piee of mest was so 
small that all politely de@ined taking any, 
expressing themselves @ “very fond of 
oiled cabbage and cfn bread,” on which 
they dined, Of cqupphbe General was too 
polite to eat*meat in t* presence of guests 
who declined it. But ter in the afternoon, 
when they had all gone’eeling very Lungry, 
he called his servant ar; asked him to bring 
him a piece of bread an meat. The derkey 
looked perplexed and e\barassed, and after 
scra‘ching his head som time said ina de- 
precating tone, “Lord, Mas Robert, dat meat 
what I sot before you % dinner warn’t ours. 
[had jest borrowed dit piece of middlin’ 
from one of the coartle:, to season de cab- 
bage in de pot, and seeing w you was jwine 
to have company at dinner I put on the dish 
wid de cabbage for looks. But when seed 
you and none cf de gentlemen tocheit I 
‘cluded you knowed it was borrowed, ad so 
sfter dinner I saunt it back to de boywhar 
it belonged to. I's mighty sorry, Ma¥Rob- 
ert, I didn’t know you wanted some, fr den 
{ would a tuck a piece offn it any hor, fore 
I saunt it home.” 

4So the General got no meat tha ‘lay. 
Anecdotes like these, founded on actwil fact, 
would spread ,through the army, ani often 
reconciled a hungry, ragged Confederate to 
his hardships. 

General Lee aever indulged himsef in any 
of the formal pomps of high military rank. 
All was simplicity around hm, and he was 
as accessible to thejprivate oldier as to the 
corps commander. But thre was a gran- 
leur and digvity «f characbr about the man 
that was a perfect barrier’ all levity of de- 
portment and unbecoming familiarity in his 
presence. He was posmssed, too, of the 
loftiest courage, and his nen knew it. On 
one occasion in battle a portign of his line 
gave way under a terriblefire, and when ral- 
ued showed some hesifition in resuming 
their lost ground. He rode to the front 
and ordered them to jfillow him. Not a 
man moved. Some one :ried out: 

“General ! that’s no place for you, and we 
will not move an inch until you go to t 
rear, and then we will charge the enemy.” 

He had to yield, and as he rode slowly 
back a wild yell went up, and at a run the 
line rushed forward, regained their position, 
and drove the enemy back. 

Can the world wonder jthat when this 
leader laid down his sword and ordered his 
handful of ragged and famishing veterans to 
stack rms as prisoners of war, »nd bade 
them a long and last farewell, they crowded 
round his horse in weeping*groups, and in 
the excess of their sorrowing embraces al- 
most pulled him to the ground? 

Were it not for my aversion to controversy, 
[ would here present what I have reason to 
believe—though I do not affirm that I know 
positively—was his plan of the famous cam- 
paiga of 1863, ending in dis 

tysburg. . as Mus 
Pa oy abe ged par further, 
that in my opinion it never has been 
made public, and may not be till some other 
leading actors in the war on our side have 
away.
